thorities today rebuffed an Iranian 
foreign ministry effort to find oil 
whether their ambassador, Anatol 
Lavrentiev, had shot or poisoned 
himself or was just -suffering a 
heart ailment, the newspaper Sha 
hed said. 


Shahed said a foreign ministrj 


representative Tuesday asked for 
an official meeting with Lavren- 
tiev but that the Soviet embassy 
authorities refused to permit this 
"because of the ambassador's se- 
vere illness."

er said Lavrentiev is playing pos- 
sum with a faked hWt ailment1 
because he wants to avoid any

ST. LOUIS UP)—Secretary 


of S t a t e Dulles solemnly 
warned the Communist world 
today that Red Chinese ag- 
gression against Korea or In- 
dochina might provoke war 
by the West against China it- 
self. 


In doing so. he appeared to be 


laying down a new government pol- 
n:y of telling potential aggressors 
in advance where the United States 
will fight to protect its security. 


The Chinese Communists must 


now realize, he said, that "they 
could no longer count" on the 
"privileged sanctuary" 
of Man- 


churian air and supply bases in 
the event they renew aggression 
igainsl South Korea. 


As for Indochina, lh» secretary 


toted in a foreign policy speech 
n-eparcd for th« American Legion 
Convention that Communist China 
is training, equiping and supplying 
Communist rebels in Indochina. -

Dulles then declared: 
"There is the risk that, as in 


Korea, Red China might send ita 
own army into Indochina. The Chi- 
nese Communist regime should re- 
alize that such a second aggression 
could not occur without grave con- 
sequences which might not be con- 
fined to Indochina. 


"I say this soberly in the inter- 


est of peace and in the hope of 
preventing another aggressor mis- 
calculation." 


Dullea told the veterans the Ko- 


lean War has taught the United 
Stale* "a lesson which we expect 
to apply in the interest of future 
peace."

British Recovery Fight Is Bright 


Hope on Horizon 


There is so much disheartening news from abroad that 


it is pleasant to be able to find a bright ray on the horizon. 
This shaft of light comes from Great Britain, where a sub- 
stantial economic upturn is in progress. 


According to reports. Britain's improvement is founded 


largely on an elemental fact of trade: the prices of the raw 
materials and some of the other things it buys have gone 
down, while prices on the products it exports have held 
steady. This has fattened the British bank account, build- 
ing up gold and dollar reserves.

This has 
been done in many fields of hu- 
man endeavor and speaks well 
for the ability of human beings to 
oveicome adversity. 


Such conditions as those men 


tioned and many other physica 
variations from normal may b 
present

ome as a shock to the parents 


All, 
or most of- them, are the 


•csiilt of incomplete deveiopmen 
nside the womb of the mother and 
are not really inherited. 


What causes them is still no 


entirely clear 
although it now 


seems that infections of the mother 
vith German measles and possibh 
other diseases, while she is carry- 
ing the child, greatly increase the 
likelihood of this sort of trouble 
Certainly, it is a good idea for the 
prospective mother to dodge ex 
posure to infections, and particu 
larly German measles, just as care 
fully as possible. 


A newborn baby with a club 


foot or other inborn malforma- 
tion almost certainly 
does not 


suffer pain, but the parents are 
acutely distressed. They want to 
know if it is their fault, what can 
be done for it, will it interfere 
with the child's physical or mental 
development, and how likely is it 
to happen again with other chil- 
dren. 


It is not the fault of the pai- 
nt*. There i« nothing tn»y could 


have done to prevent it (except 
to avoid contagious 'disease dur- 
ng pregnancy). What can b* done 
.« something else. 
A lot can 
be 


done for hair lip. cleft palate, club 
foot and several of the other con- 
genital malformations, eipecially if 
they are attacked early enough. 


For this reason parents should 


promptly 
consult someone 
who 


knows about these conditions, «v*n 
if manipulation or operation is lo 
bf postponed for a few month* or 
year*. Thf mor* that can b? flonf, 
of course, the leu will be Uu in- 


teifeience with the child's normal 
development. 
ONCE IN 213 BIRTHS 


As to the chances of having a 


later child with a congenital de- 
fect, one has to deal with average 
figures. The parents of one mal- 
formed child have about seven 
chances out of eight that the next 
child will be normal, whereas tak- 
ing all births, a congenital defect 
occurs only about once in 213. 


Fiom the physical standpoint the 


disadvantages can often be laigo- 
ly overcome by modern treatment 
methods. It is equally important to 
battle the mental effects. 
The 


sympathetic understanding of par- 
ents, teachers, and the rest of »•> 
help, but the will to overcome ob- 
stacles on the part of the young- 
ster himself is the most important. 


Many youngsters with these con- 


genital defects are remarkable in 
the way they face and surmount 
their problems.

New York and had access to the 
highly classified film which he was 
supposed to guard against unau- 
thorized persons. 


McCarthy did not say whether 


any film had been stolen or tam- 
pered with. 


"Mrs. Commissar" 


A woman witness, according to 


McCarthy, was described by a 
male witness as high enough in 
the Communist party to give or- 
ders to a national commiUeeman 
and earn the nickname of "Mrs. 
Commissar." 


The senator quoted "Mrs. Com- 


missar" as admitting she worked 
for the army in the 1920s. He said 
she refused to say whether she 
was a party member, invoking the 
constitutional immunity from pos- 
sible self-incrimination.

scribed by the witness, McCarthy 
said, as the party boss of a woman 
army employe who Tuesday re-

No Authority 


The male witness giving the in- 


formation was said to have been 
a former employer of the woman 
army worker.

army said It had no authority toi 
turn over personnel files to the 
McCarthy subcommittee. 


A trio of army officers had test! 


fied at Tuesday's hearing and were 
asked for personnel files and the 
names of individuals who gave 
loyalty clearances to certain civil- 
ian employes of the army. The 
officers replied that they needed 
permission from their superiors 
and the secretary of defense be- 
fore supplying the data. 


McCarthy (R-\Vis) says a civilian 
testified he is undecided whether
